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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 10, 1 1, 16, 17, 23, 24, 29, 30, 44, 45, 52 and 53 recites the limitation "most of the 
execution frequencies in the execution frequency. . .". There is insufficient antecedent basis for 
this limitation in the claims. The claim limitations depict unclear meaning and it is also 
uncertain how many execution frequencies in the table when it says "most of the execution. . .".

Claims 1-9, 12-15, 18-22, 25-28, 31-43 and 46-51 are allowed.
